WASHINGTON, July Ab- 
ram 8. Hewitt, a Representative from 
New York, made a speech in Congress 
supporting a bill to create the Geologi- 
cal Survey, he dwelt little upon irriga- 
tion, but he prophesied far-reaching 
good to be derived from an exhaustive 
survey of the country’s land and water 
resources. “I never contemplate the 
great maps of the United States which 
hang in these balls,“ he said, “or con- 
sider the material resources of this 
broad continent without a deep feeling 
of wonder, love and praise.” 

The creation of this government 
bureau, twenty-five years ago, was the 
beginning of national irrigation. In 
fact it was the result of the indomit- 
able efforts of the American two 
foresee that the vast water and land 
resources of the West must be de- 
veloped by the Federal government. 
The early logical researches of Maj. 
John W. Powell and his exploration of 
the vast cafions of the Colorado and 
its mighty tributaries, from the Conti- 
nental Divide, 2000 miles to its mouth 
in the Gulf of California, alone with 
the explorations and investigations of 
other great water courses, led him to 
assert a géneration ago, when Ameri- 
can irrigation was indeed in Ks — 
faney, that a manifest destiny awal

The physical 
characteristics of the river basins have 
been studie@ and a vast amount of 
data has been accumulated, from which 
it ts possible to closely estimate the 
volume of run-off of each of che 
streams. The Survey has topographic- 
ally mapped, in more or less detail.

area of the United States.

EXTRAORDINARY INJUNC.- 
TION SUIT. 

E. T. Earl, owner and editor of the 
Evening Express and unsuccessful bid- 
der for the city printirg, has instituted 
one of the most extraordinary suits in 
the history of the Superior Court. He 
asks for an injunction restraining 
the further publication of city adver- 
tising in The Times. The leading fun- 
damental facts of the case may be 
stated as follows: 

The complaint asks for an injunction 
on the grounds that the city printing 


Times-Mirror Company is invalid be- 
cause it was ordered by resolution in- 
stead of by ordinance and that it was 
never executed on behalf of the city 
by any person authorized to execute 
the same. These constitute the sole 
grounds upon which the action is 
based, and !t requires much delving 
among the almost endless legal terms 
of the complaint to find anything that 
can be crystallized into anything like 
“grounds” for the action. 

The members of the City Council, 
of the Civil Service Commission and 
the Board of Education, and the heads 
of all the municipal departments as 
well as The Times-Mirror Company, 
are made defendants. 

The complaint attempts to show that 
the city will become involved in end- 
less litigation if the city-printing con- 
tract is carried out. 

The suit is one of the most ridicu- 
Jus in the history of local litigation. 
It shows that while Earl professes 10 
bring it as a taxpayer and for the 
purpose of testing that provision of 
the charter which governs the making 
of contracts, it is actually and nothing 
less than a suit born of disappoint- 
ment and private malice.

There are many pros- 
pect holes that contain water now afte: 
months of continuous drought that in 
the greater part of the Territory has 
dried up the springs. 

Every shaft of appreciable depth in 
the Black Hillis has water in it. ac- 
cording to reports, and in this partic- 
ular section it appears to be abundant. 
It is among the possibilities that with 
this tunnel a supply of water might be 
secured to fill a reservoir at its west- 
ern end. with water sufficient to irri- 
gate a large acreage in Lonesome Val- 
ley. The tunnel would grade to the 
west so no pumping from it would be 
necessary. in all probability. 

There have been two or three public 
meetings of the business men of Pres- 
cott in the interest of this movement 
and a committee of leading citizens has 
viewed the feld. made a preliminary 
selection of a tunnel site and has been 
requested to continue § its inVestiga- 
tions. The committee reports that the 
length of the tunnel would be about 
five miles and the cost of the project 
approximately *$4,000,000. It was the 
sense of the leading citizens of Pres. 
ecott. as spoken in the last meeting 
that no great difficulty would be found 
in financing the enterprise should no 
more serious obstacle be discovered 
than has yet appeared.
